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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-21 are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-12, drawn to method of transforming cells, pharmaceutical 
composition, and method of therapy using these cells . 

Group II, claim(s) 13-21, drawn to retroviral packaging cell line, pharmaceutical 
composition and method of therapy using these cells. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: 

The invention of group I is directed to method of transforming quiescent cells with a 
nucleic acid and use of said cells for therapy whereas the invention of group II is directed to 
retroviral packaging cell lines that express a protein and can be used for therapy. The inventions 
of groups I and II are different because the method of group II is used for transforming quiescent 
cells whereas the retroviral packaging cells of group II are used for inducing quiescent cells to 
divide and express the nucleic acid transduced in the packaging cells. Furthermore, the 
inventions of the two groups are also different because the invention of group II can be practiced 
by different methods, for example, the quiescent cells of the invention of group II can first be 
transduced with a desired DNA using packaging cell line and then it can be induced to divide by 
a different method such as treatment with a growth factor. Additionally, the cells of the invention 
of group I can be transduced by different methods other than using retroviral packaging cells. 
Therefore the analysis of the inventions of the two groups will require separate searches. 
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4. A telephone call was made to Mr. Dennis K. Shelton on 6-10-99 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
